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REMARKS 



Claims 1-25 are pending in the present application. 

The examiner has required election in the present application between: 

Group I, claims 1-16, 24 and 25, drawn to a gas turbine fuel system classified in Class 60, 
subclass 764; and 

Group II, claims 17-23, drawn to a method of supplying fuel to a gas turbine, classified in 
Class 60, subclass 204. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elect, without 
traverse, Group I, Claims 1-16, 24 and 25. 

The examiner has also indicated that an election of species is required. However, the 
Office Action states that different species are present "at least with respect to the method 
claims." No information is presented to show that different species of apparatus are present. It 
is therefore believed that the above response to the restriction requirement renders the election of 
species requirement moot. However, if the method claims are examined in this application, as 
regards method claims 17-23 only, Applicants elect the species wherein some fuel is diverted 
from the diverter valve to the gas generator. At least claims 17 and 23 are generic method 
claims. Claims 18, 19 and 21-23 read on the elected species. 

The Office Action also notes that the terminology used in the claims is not identical to the 
terminology used to describe an embodiment of the invention in the specification. The claims 
and specification have been carefully reviewed as have the guidelines in MPEP 2173.05(e) and 
2173.02 regarding indefiniteness rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. Based on 
this review, it is respectfully submitted that the language of the pending claims satisfies the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph and is not objectionable. Applicant will 
address any indefiniteness rejections and/or objections if raised in a subsequent Office Action.
